Ship After Sinking 


Of U.S. Vessel 


[By the Associated Press} 


Capetown, Union of South Africa, 


June 16.—Thirty-five survivors of 
the American freighter Robin Moor 
—all those hitherto unaccounted 
for—landed late today at Capetown 
from a British ship which rescued 
them. 


The American legation announced 


the arrival of the survivors, includ- 
ing sev& passengers—four of them 
Americans—and 28 crewmen.

Arrival at Capetown of those pre- 
viously unaccounted for to the sink- 
ing of the American freighter Robin 
Moor was hailed with joy today by 
the wife of the vessel's first mate. 


"It's the greatest news I ever 


heard," cried Mrs. Melvin K. Mun- 
dy, whose first action "was to tele- 
phone her three children at a Beth- 
lehem, public school. 


At the time the vessel first was 


reported sunk, Mrs. Mundy said she 
had pleaded with her husband not 
to make the trip because "she feared 
disaster for the ship.

A practical appraisal of the part 


"the man in the street" may play in 
the national defense program was 
combined with a plea for national 
unity of purpose and action 
in 


meeting "the greatest danger this 
nation has faced since it was found- 
ed" in a stirring Flag Day address 
by F. Clair Ross, state auditor gen- 
eral, at community exercises con- 
ducted Saturday evening in front 
of the Court House. 


"We can't just sit bacK and reap 


the benefits of the sacrifices of our 
forefathers," he declared. "Each 
generation must meet the dangers 
to our country as they arise—with 
force if necessary." 


Appearing in the uniform of the 


American Legion, the state official's 
address climaxed patriotic exercises 
following a parade that was re- 
duced in size by early evening show- 
ers. The entire celebration was ar- 
ranged by a community committee 
which was assembled at the call of 
the Gettysburg lodge of the Elks, 
sponsors of the observance locally. 


Each Generation1 Has Duties 


Mr. Ross, former state treasurer 


and now member of the American 
Legion and Pennsylvania councils 
of defense, spoke first of the na- 
tion's flag and suggested that if 
words ever are inscribed on the na- 
tional banner "these might be the 
most 
fitting—tolerance, 
justice, 


freedom and equality." He contin- 
ued: "I care not what you do. 
Whether you work in field or mill 
or shop, you have it in you to be a 
flag- maker. How we conduct our- 
selves in our daily lives raises or 
lowers the flag in our land."

Doors And Windows 


Require Planning 


The location of doors and win- 


dows have an important bearing on 
the house's exterior appearance. 
These are a matter not of cost but 
of forethought as to their effect on 
the exterior. 


Q. The ground In the vicinity 


where I plan to build drain* fairly 
well, but several of the nearby 
houses have damp basement walls 
after u heavy rain. How can I be 
assured of a dry basement? 


A. Since water conditions appar- 


ently are not severe, damp-proofing 
of the basement walls can be effected 
by means of a cement plaster coat, 
at least one-half inch thick, applied 
on the outside of the wall and cov- 
ered with a coat of hot tar or as- 
phalt. At the footing, extend the 
plaster coat to the outside of the 
footing, rounding the angle to form 
a cove. If your site is so located 
that it will receive considerable 
water after a heavy rain, it will 
be advisable to lay drain tile around 
the house at the base of the footing. 
Drain tile should be connected with 
a sewer or dry well in order to dis- 
pose of the surplus water.

Q. Can plastic paint be used over 


oil paint or plaster? Will it flake 
off? 


A. Most plastic paints can be ap- 


plied to any surface, either new or 
old, to which paint or varnish will 
adhere. This type of paint is high- 
ly flexible and. properly applied, 
should not flake or peel. 


Through p r o p e r spacing and 


grouping of doors and windows, a 
simple rectangular house, can be 
given character and pleasing varia- 
tions from its neighbors. 


Corner windows may often be 


used effectively to obtain wall space 
in small rooms. Where windows of 
the usual type are used, they should 
not be placed too near the ex- 
terior corners as this has the effect 
of making the structure appear weak 
at the corners, where it should ap- 
pear strong and solid.
